Decisive Action.

A resolution Introduced by Mr. Mo lion 


of Detroit calling upon all minors now 
0t work to cl-esert their posts, and term- 
ing them enemies of human liberty so 
long as they remained on duty, was 
adopted. Mr. Mahon had another reso- 
lution prepared, asking: the convention 
to call for 10 volunteers to go into tha 
town of Pocahontas, Va., on Sept. IS, and 
there hold a public meeting in "defiance 
nf the mayor of that city, who has set 
himself up in opposition to the God-given 
and constitutional right of free speech," 
but at the last moment concluded not 
to present it. 
The reason will probably 


come to the front at the Chicago con- 
vention.

Mr. Ratchford, who was especially 


pleased with the convention's instruc- 
tions regarding the request for the con- 
vening of congress, hurried away to 
Columbus, where he will attend a con- 
ference of mine workers and operators. 
Mr. Debs and, in fact, all the leaders are 
gratified at the re-suit of the conference. 


Mr. Clemens, a nwmber of the com- 


mittee on resolutions, and who was ex- 
pected to bring" a minority report, en- 
livened the proceedings by a witty speech. 
"This is the tamest aggregation of wild 
animals I ever saw together," was Mr. 
Clemens' salutation to the convention. 
He expressed dissatisfaction at the mild 
measures presented for the relief of the 
labor troubles in general, and said he 
Vas ashamed to go home and tell his 
people what they were trying to do or 
what they had done.

"We stand on our dignity and will have

Th& convention broke into wild cheer- 


Ing, which developed In a- minute Into a 
spontaneous call for Mr. Debs, tlte 
famous laber leader and avowed head 
of the social Democracy of this country, 
who had not uttered a word since the 
eonvention opened, but who has not 
missed a minute of Its proceedings. He 
arose from his seat and came slowly to 
the platform. When the cheering ceased 
Mr. Debs began a spe>ech, which was in- 
terrupted at the end of nearly every 
sentence by cheering and handclappinp. 
He said: 


"I believe the gravity of the Industrial 


•Ituation In this country is well unfler- 


Providence, E. L, September 1.—Prob- 


ably the most largely attended meeting of 
the corporation of Brown university ever 
held in University hall, was called to or- 
der at 10 o'clock today. 


It was, moreover, possibly the most im- 


portant meeting ever held by the corpora- 
tion, This was in view of the widespread 
agitation and interest aroused by the re- 
cent resignation of President Andrews of 
Brown, on account cf objections which 
were understood to have been held by 
the members of the corporation to the 
president's utterances on questions of na- 
tional finance, which was expected to be 
the most important matter to be t.iken up 
today. 


All the members of the board of fellows, 


except two, were in attendance and these 
two were too far away to attend, one be- 
ing in Europe and the other in Alaska. 
The other nine all occupied their proper 
seats in the assembly. 


Dr. Andrews was among the first to ap- 


pear at the place of meeting. He was ap- 
proached by a newspaper man, but had as 
little to say as on previous occasions when 
similarly 
approached. 
Congressman 


Joseph II. Walker of Worcester, one of 
the leading members of the corporation, 
who, 
himself, started the agitation con- 


cerning President Andrews' views, was 
among the early arrivals. 


The meeting was held behind closed 


doors and every precaution was taken to 
ketp the proceedings secret. At each 
door was a guardian, and all who were 
not members of the body were positively 
reiused admission. 
Moreover, the mem- 


bers of the corporation took trouble to 
state that nothing would be given out 
concerning the proceedings. "We will 
give 
you no information," eaid one of 


them to a reporter, "enough has been 
said by the press and we will stop it right 
here." 


Shortly after 10 o'clock the meeting was 


called to order by Dr. Andrews,'but he re- 
tired a few moments later, 


Kev. Alvah Hovey, D. D., of Newton 


Theological school took the chair. The 
early part of the session was taken up 
mainly by routine business. In the mat- 
ters which came was the presentation of a 


letter from ex-Secretary of the State 
Richard Olncy addressed to the faculty and 
bearing upon the controversy between 
the corporation and President Andrews 
The letter is as follows: 


Boston, August 5, 1877, Professors Ben- 


jamin F. Clark, J. Franklin Jameson, 
Henry B. Gardner and others—Gentle- 
men: 
I thank you heartily for a pam- 


phlet copy of a letter bearing your signa- 
tures and entitled "A.v open letter ad- 
dressed to the corporation of Brown uni- 
versity by members of the faculty of that 
institution." 


"Nothing could be better in matter or 


manner. 
It presents the grave issues 


raised by the unfortunate action of the 
corporation with singular lucidity and 
logical iorce and deals with them in a 
temper and spirit which are every way 
admirable." 


"As you may know, I do not agree with 


what I understand to be Dr. Andrews' 
views respecting the free coinage of sil- 
ver, I strongly deprecate the ac'.ion of 
the corporation indeed upon the same 
ground that nothing could be better cal- 
culated to give currency and weight to 
these views, just as nothing would give a 
greater impetus to the cause of tariff re- 
iorm than, an attempt by the authorities 
of Harvard college to discipline President 
Eliot for his well known sentimehts re- 
specting free trade. 


"The true objection, however, to the 


course pursued towards Dr. Andrews by 
the corporation of Brown university,is its 
implied inculcation of the doctrine that 
an institution of learning should above all 
things get rich and therefore square its 
teachings and limit the utterances of its 
faculty by tbe interests and sentiments of 
those who for the timo being are the rich 
men of the community. 


"The demoralizing and degrading char- 


acter of thia doctrine your letter iully 
exposes and thereby entitles you to the 
gratitude not only of American citizens 
generally, but of all well wishers of 
Browu university in particular. I remain 
with great respect,

Only the other day the united 
voice of labor was raised against the 
appointment of Mr. PowderJy to a. fi'd- 
era-1 position, and I notice that be was 
promptly put into the place. (Mingled 
cheers and hit«kt>s.). From the justice ot 
the peace to justice of the supreire court 
of the United States all the Judicial pow- 
ers of L'he United States are directed 
against labor. All tbe organized sources 
of society are against labor, and if labor 
expects to emancipate itself labor Hselt 
must do it 


"The time has not quite come to In- 


cite the populace-," taid Air. Dobs, shuk- 
iujj his fist vehemently. "I serve notic& 
on the plutocratic element of this roun 
try that \ve are on the eve of a meeting 
in Chicago which will be attended l>i 
all branches of labor. That eonvention 
will take up these tame questions and 
v\ill institute agitation and keep it goin^;

In conclusion. Mr. Debs said: "The 


significance ot this movement portends 
new important developments along the 
line of battle. I look forward to the time 
when people will dethrone the power that 
has enslaved them. The movement is 
marching grandly forward and pluto 
eracy will soon understand t'at slavery 
and despotism have no rights to a place 
on American soil."

the aged anti-ess, died yesterday after- 
noon at the Uedan house nt Ldiclimcmt 
Phe had been suffering for «nme tint: 
from a complication of kidney and heart 
troubles, the immediate cause of dcatli 
being' htart failure.

Dre"v\ was born in London on 


Jan. 
10, 1S20, and six years later made 


her stage debut as -Agtb in "Tmtour the 
Tartar." 
At the age of seven she was 


brought to America by her m'other, 
\vho \\as an actress, and in the old Wal- 
nut Street theatre In Philadelphia played 
The Duke of York to Junius Brutu 
Booth's Kicbard I [I. 
At this time she 


\\ as known ns Louisa Lane. 


In a play, written expressly to exploit 


childish precocity, she had five different 
characters to portray. 
In 
]S33 
she 


joined the stock company at the lif-v^ery 
theatre in New York, remaining thei 
for nve years, playing a long list o: 
chaiacters In so-called legintate dramas 
Then she returned to Philadelphia ano 
to the Walnut Street theatre, soon aftt r- 
ward becoming the wife o£ Henry Hunt, 
a popular vocalist of bis day. 
She sep- 


arated from him in 1S47, subsequently 
marrying an Irish comedian named Mus- 
sup, "who died a year or two later. 


John Drevr married the subject uf this 


sketch in 1S30, who meanwhile had'been 
playing with acceptability at the Park 
theatre in New York and elsewhere. 
Jlr. and M»,s. Drew were subsequently 
connected in a managerial way with the 
Arch and National theatres in Phila 
oelphia 
In recent years Mrs. Drew't 


moi,t notable work^was in the chaiacte. 
ol Mrs. Main prop, in tho company which 
included J-offc-rson, Florence and Coul- 
dock.

A BULLET IN HIS HEART. 


Charles Nfllsou Has Thus Lived Since July 


1, and lie Mfty Kecovcr. 


Charles Nelson's heart will carry vreight 


to the end of its race with tlino. An aunn» 
of lead is the Imaclicap, and the most rtar- 
Ing of surgeons would shake his head if

IJ three sld'grnphs of the injured man's 


chest con be trusted, the bullet which 
pierced his breast on the night of July 1 
In Washington park lodged in tho sontum 
of his heart—the fourfold partition of 
muscular ilber that dhides the interior of 
that organ into uiirieles nod ventricles, 
right arid left. 
There it throbs up and 


down 100,000 times a clay, bidding defi- 
ance with every pulsation to tho law iwado 
of doctors that tho touch of hostile metnl 
to a mau's heart brings death. For Nel- 
son lus gone buck to his boiirdini; house, 
and except for the pniii attendant upon 
tho healing of tbowound in the outer wall 
of his thorax, ho bus nothing to remind 
him of his excursion up to tho gates of 
death. 


The tbre« negatives all fihow the same 


dense, black spot, which, according to Dr. 
Otto Schmidt, who rciido them, marks the 
location of the bullot which crashed fujl 
Into tho sternum and lost itself in the 
masses of muscle that lie just bencnth. 
Tho spot is not sharply defined and clear 
in outline as are the shadow records usual- 
ly made by hits of metal when subjected 
to the X rnys. 
The irregularity, experts 


say, is certain evidence that tha leaden | 
pellet is imbedded in mnsonlar tissue, | 
whose movements blurred the Image. In 
two of the skiagraphs, tho front view and 
the back view, the shadow of the bullet 
falls in the eaiue place—almost exactly iu 
the center of the thorax and almost mid- 
way between the ends of the fourth pair 
of ribs. 


In the profile •Uew of Nelson's thorax 


the location of the black spot shows 
that the bullet penetrated 2M inches 
of cartilago and muscle before it was 
stopped. 
Where it entered tho thorax, 


tho pericardium, which incloses the heart, 
touches the sternum, itself less than an 
inch in thickness. The only conclusion 
that can be drawn, the surgeons say, is 
that the other inch and u half of its path 
was plowed through the fibers of tho heart. 


The extreme thickness of the ventricular 


Walls of tho lier.rt is one half inch, whilo 
the walls of the auricles are even thinner, 
so that unless it lodged in the fibers of the 
heart it would be impossible, the surgeons 
gay, for the lead to plunge forward an 
inch and a half without puncturing one 
of the cavities of the heart. That it did 
puncture the wall of the heart at any 
point in its flight Dv. Hall of the Chicago 
hospital thinks unlikely because of the 
relatively small hemorrhage Nelson suf- 
fered after the shooting and because of the 
position of the bullet in tho skiagraphs—a 
little above a lateral line drawn through 
the heart. 


The theory that the bullet lodged in the 


pericardium is equally untenable. Dr. 
Hall thinks—and tho fact that the bullet 
did not puncture either of thu lungs, which 
approach within an Inch of the holo in the 
eternum, proves—that it did not encounter 
either of the side walls. About the only 
place that it could hove pushed even au 
inch into the organ without rupturing the 
wall beyond repair isat, the junction of the 
septa which separate the four chambers, 
and this Dr. B. H. Babcook, tho heart spe- 
cialist, is inclined to regard as the proba- 
ble point where the bullet lodged. In the 
Eormal heart the point where the septa 
join usually flutters up and down midway 
between tho ends of the fourth pair of ribs, 
just where tho bullet plunged into Nel- 
son's chest. 


Dr. D. J. Hanjilton, the Scotch surgeon 


and pathologist, cites more than 50 cases 
where rupture of the heart walls did not 
result in immediate death. The most re- 
markable of nil and the one that approaches 
nearest to Nelson's case isthatof the prize- 
fighter Poolo, who was shot in the heart 
in New Jersey vshHe battling with Baker 
in 1865. Ho recovered, to all appearaucor, 
in four days and wanted to finish the in- 
terrupted c ontest, but 12 clays later he col- 
lapesd suddenly and died without recover- 
ing consciousness.—Chicago Record.

There is no end of talk about the Reed 


murder mystery, and there is yet no end 
of persons who claim to be able to instruct 
the police in the matter. Some people 
claim to have a knowledge that the police 
do not possess. And there is evidence 
that at least a few pose as persons who 
have the very inside facts iu the case 
Those who wish to be well informed in 
the case had better take all this stuff with 
the regulation grain of salt, for it needs a 
good deal of seasoning. There are prob- 
ably some now things known to those 
who are working on the case, but that 
does not mean that the case is not as 
much a mysteiy as it was in the begin- 
ning, and does not mean that the mystery 
is not going to remain as deeply involved 
as it has been since the first. 


It may or may not be of importance to 


know that a stranger is working on the 
case. But it i» a fact. The m,in is un- 
known to some of the officers and is 
working on his own hook. It is believed 
by some that he is a newspaper man trom 
one of the big city papers, and that he is 
working as much for the paper he repre- 
sents as he is laboring to solve the case. 
It was circulated in certain well informed 
circles last night that he was a Pinkerton 
man, but that is deaiedL by the offi- 
cers who claim he is working without 
their 
co-operation 
and without their 


"official" knowledge. 
A few of the 


oflicers know him and have run up against 
him in their work. 
He keeps himself 


I very exclusive and does noi have much 


intercourse with any one but those with 
whom h^talks regarding the work he has 
in hand. He may be not.ced occasionally 
on the street. He is tallj.dresses well and 
has a fine, well-groomed beard. It may 
be that he is an officer from a private de- 
tective agency, who is here to see if he 
can •vvia the regard. 


When it is said that the murder is still 


a mystery it mast not be understood that 
the police have not-some valuable facts in 
their possession, but rather that there is 
nothing that warrants an arrest or is suf- 
ficient to clear up the case. All the work 
that has been done has not been ior 
nothing and it may become very valuable 
at any moment. Its value will depend on 
what will be unearthed by subsequent 
ferriting. Even the officers do not know 
'he valua of somo things that they 
have. 
They have laid 
hold 
on all 


things that have looked suspicious to 
them and are keeping it in the hope that 
something will develop to make it of im- 
portance. The training of officers and 
lawyers helps them to value suspicious 
things even when tuey btaud alone, and 
such isolated things do not escape them 
in their work on the Reed case. A mass 
of such things has been found and is being 
kept carefully to see if they have vital 
connection in the case as It proceeds. 


It must not be thought that the case 


will never be unravelled. The officers are 
not of that opinion, but they know that 
the umavelling will be a slow process. 
They are forced to run down unimportant 
clues, for no one knows what may come 
to light at any moment. The recently 
published Canada story is one of those 
valueless clues, and the Bennington affair 
is another one of the same kind, despite 
the knowing assertions of the very wise. 


The Bennington matter was of a very 


simple kind. A peculiar condition was 
discovered in Benniugtou and it became 
the duty of the officers to inquire into it 
as tliey have done into a large number of 
such conditions- Chief Kendall went up 
to Bennington to make inquiry and when 
there accidently met Vermont deputy 
sheriffs, who were there on entirely differ- 
ent business. A conference very naturally 
followed in which very little was said 
about the Reed murder and that little of 
trifling importance. 
Of course it waa 


talked about, ior the very presence of 
Massachusetts' officers in Bennington wag 
enough to start a conversation on that 
topic. BesidoC the nature of the Massa- 
chusetts officers' errand made them ask a 
few questions that might help to bring 
out a little light on their misbion. How- 
ever, the trip to Bennington developed 
nothing that was ot conuequenee, which 
the local officers are very free to admit.
